Toe minority oi the commiiiee. appointed o 
exa.nine the books and procee-lings of the 
Bao , of the United states, di.scn ing from ihe 
report of the majority, beg leave to p esenl ilie 
grounds of their dissent, for the coiisiilera ion 
of tlie House 

The majooity of the committee have submit¬ 
ted without expressing any decided opinion on 
them SIX cases which they iilloife to havo be¬ 
come jiiDjccts of iinpuljlion against the bunk, 
toiiLliing the violation of its charter. 

' I'lio nrsl of ttioao ca-Aes rei.iics lo ii-'inous 
loans, and occurred as far b.icii a, lS-2'2 .uriiig 
the presiileiicy of ilr Cheves. Ihe Branch 
Bank at Lexington, had received a largo a- 
luoiint of tlie notes of the Bank of Ivinitiicky, a 
portion of them as Government deposiies.— 
These Holes were coiisiderah'y ilep eci lu-d - 
The oraiicn having declined issuing any of its 
own notes, in obedience to orders of me moth 
er bank an individual applied lor a oan ol 
these depreciated bank notes, alleging In-ai he 
Wanted them to pay a debt, and mat ine wmil.l 
aiis er his purpose as well as any oilier hills 
The loan was granted, t he Bunk of Koulucky 
was at the lime regularly pay I he branch, 

interest on these notes. niiJ liiiali_. redeemed all 
that remained, a few uioiiihs after the loan m 
question. It tlius appears, that tnesc bills 
were as good as cash to liic hank, and the bor¬ 
rower alleged that they were of e ual value lo 
him It is didicnll to conc.aivc any solid ground 
for considering this a case of o-nry It would 
be as reasow.ihle lo say hat it would have been 
usnry,^ror the Bank ot Kent.icky itself, lo make 
a loan ol its o vii depreciated miles. The ut¬ 
most fairness was exhihiied by the branch bank 
in this IratisHClion; the loan was made with re- 
luc anco after repealed applicutiuns, and yet 
the directors of the uiolhor bank many years 
iillerwards, aqd since Mr Bidulc has beeil at 
the head of-4ka ui»Uttitioiu Mfundad in the hor. 
rower ol the Keoliickj notei, the full arooiini 
of the diUbronce between ihen nominal and 
their real value, at the time of the loan, with 
into est. This has been also done in anollior 
siuiilar case; so that, in ho only two cases 
which have jeen iimnght to ll,o view of tne di 
rectors at I’hilailelpUia lor tne pu pose of hav¬ 
ing the umoiml of the depreciation refunded 
tlie application has been granted with a prompl- 
In-s- -and lihevalily highly credilaolo lo the iii- 
ntimtion. 

I ne minority of the committee will baro.y 
remark, upon these Irunsacmms, that being free 
from all imputalioii ot inlenlimial usury, and 
never having been sanctioned by llio direc uis 
oflbo inotlier bank; but, on the conliury cor¬ 
rected, Uiey cannot furnish the ahghlcsl groun^^ 
lor ullogiiig that the ciiarter has been violated 

The second ground of imputation, iioticcn by 
the niajoiily of the coiuiiiiUeo is, the issuing 
of branch orders as oirciiiation.' 

On this point the minority deem it luUiciciil 
to remark, that a branch order is nothing more 
nor less than u draft or bill ol exchange draw ii 
by bhrunch upon tlie molber bank; und lhal 
the charter expressly authoriies as one of ihe 
primary operations of the bank, the buy ing und 
selling of bills of exchange. If the bank has a 
tight to issue these drafts at all, it cannot sure¬ 
ly, be made a ground of just complaint against 
it, that they are used ns circulaii n. Tbul is 
exclusively the atlair of the community Tne 
biKiK cannot be justly made rusponsible for ibe 
use which Ihe public may clioucc lo like of 
these drafts. It is the high creiiil of the ti.mk 
that gives the character of ciiculatlon lo this 
pnpci; and it is the voluntary act of the com¬ 
munity receiving it us such 

li. fact, there is no part of the bank circula¬ 
tion which has been so bencriuiul to tlio puO- 


vei-v ^-senro ol tlieyight of proper y, and it as 
clearly convoyed to the corporation by the act 
authorizing a subscription, as the right to re¬ 
ceive the inte"csl. 

The right to sell, therefore, is indisputable. 

But the ma orily of the committee seem to 
suppose lluil itic policy which forbids the hank 
to specniale in storks with its immense re¬ 
sources, by which the price might be raised 
and depressed at pleasure ' eqiiilly forbade the 
liaiik lo sell the stock for wh ch it had subscri¬ 
bed by the express authori'y of the Govern¬ 
ment. Now it is apparent, that the evil of eal- 
ing in stocks by such an institution, can only 
exist in cases of hnying and selling slocks at 
the pleasure of the hank. To raise and de¬ 
press puees, the hank must have the right, 
both to iiiiy and sell alternately as may suit its 
purposes of speculation. But it has never pre¬ 
tended to claim much less to exercise Ihe 
right ol iinying (Jovernmeiil Stocks, except un¬ 
der the express stipulation with the Treasury 
Department. And after it has obtained a large 
amount of Government slocks in this mode, it 
is ififficiilt to conceive how it could raise the 
price of these stocks by coming into the market 
as a s-ller, or how it could promote the purpo¬ 
ses of a stock-jobbing apeculalion, by depress¬ 
ing the price, the only effect which could re¬ 
sult from oJTeringlhem for sale. When these 
stocks were sold In 1823 there was an extra¬ 
ordinary pressure upon the money market of 
Ibe whole commercial world. They coiisliluted 
the very resource which the bank mostrequir- 
«d in such an emergency;and ills now matter 
of history, lhal it was partly by the wise, jud - 
Clous and timely use oi this resource that the 
BanK of the United States averted from this 
country the calamity of a general failure of the 
Banks, and a widely extended scene of com- 
.iieiciiil .ar.k'uplcy. 

The majority ol the committee seem lo re¬ 
gard it us a mailer of complaint hat the Gov¬ 
ernment perinil'.ed the bank lo subscribe for 
these siiicks in preference lo individuals. If 
tills IS, indeed, a just cause of complaint, it 
snoiild he made against the Goveriimeiit and 
not ag.iiiisl the Dank " hen Congress express¬ 
ly anliinnzes the Secretary of he Treasury to 
onisiii a loan from the bank and the Secretary 
stipnlalus the terms oflh.it loan, it is impossi¬ 
ble lo eniiceive how any bl-ame can be imputed 
lo me bank, if it faithfully performs its en- 
gage.mcns. 

The lilth ground of imputation presented in 
mo eportoflho iiinjoriiy is, "making dona 
tiiina lor roads canals and other objects..’’ 

In two iiisiances, the directors subscribed 
small sums to eerlam internal iinprovoment in 
the viei oly of ihcie.al estate ofthe bank — 
I’nis they did in the exercise o^|hoir proprietary 
liglil. and with a view to the I'nprovoiiieiit of 
the. value of their property. For this exercise 
of power, they are responsible to the stock¬ 
holders alone; and the question is whether 
they nave nut made a proper application of 
the rniids of the corporation, tviib a x.iew lo the 
|vrcvi^vlvoiv oCrU* ej sSui- 

the'value of the real estate of the bank has 
been increased, by the internal iniprovaineiits 
in question bas not been ascertained; but it 
may be .veil supposed Dial it exceeds the sum 
appioiiriatcd bj the directors to aid iii the con¬ 
struction of these iinprovcments. 

The other "donations' to winch the reporl 
rctVrs, consists of small sums ontributed lo 
lire iiisuiance eonipanies, for the safely of the 
'.lam. properly, and against which it is not pre- 
tunded that any objection can bo lairly raised. 

I'ho last ground of inipulatiun, as loueliiiig 
the violation of the charter, is tniilding houses

It appears that Messrs. Webo and Nutb a- 
vuwed Hiemselvea in favor of a renewal of tiu! 
charter of (he Bunk ol the United States on the 
8Hi ul April, 1831. It ia difficult, therefore, to 
conceive what possible influence could have 
been produevU upon Hieir course by a loan to 
Mr. Burrows, uf which they had no knowledge. 

It IS equally difficult to perceive liuw the loans 
of August and Ucceniber, 1931, could have had 
any possible agency in producing the change 
which it is allegea took place in ihecuutie of 
these editors upwards uf four months belore. 

Under all Hie circumstances ul this case, ihe 
minority ot the committee deolare, without any 
reserve, that there it nothing in these tranitc- 
tiuns calculated to induce them lo doubt the 
honor and integrity of the directors, and this, 
they feel auluuiiaed lo say, is (he opinion of a 
majority ol the committee, from the opmiuD 
already publicly expressed of one of its mem¬ 
bers.* 'Fhey also deem it to be due to the 
uccaiiun, and )o (heir own sense ol Justice, that 
they should add, that, they do not believe there 
exists ill tue United States s bank dircci.on 
cumpo.^rd ol more upright, independent, and 
I lionesi men, than that which granted the loans 
in question. 

Must, It nut all of them, are men of indepen¬ 
dent lurtunea, having no connection with (loli- 
tica, and being entirety independent ot banka. 
They are generally men who are engaged in a 
sale‘and successful buainesa, with lurtunea, 
which they have made, not by adveniuruua 
speculations, but by steady industry and rouder- 
ate but certain profiia. This it, indeed, the 
general cliaracter of the mercluiiti and cspital- 
Mts of J’biladelphia, a circumstance which ren- 
devi the location qf the baiik in that city pecu¬ 
liarly fortunate lur tbe stockholdert and fur the 
country.
